-granulating said flavor incorporated gum base 7 ; 

-mixing at least one elastomer and at least one plasticizer into a second homogenous 
gum base ? ; 

-granulating said second gum base 7 ; 

-blending said first and said second gum base during addition of further chewing gum 
additives; and 

-compressing the mixture into a tablet. 

24. (Original) Method according to claim 23, whereby the granulation is performed 
during addition of at least one bulk sweetener. 

25. (Currently Amended) Chewing gum granulate according to claim 23, 

wherein a first part of the chewing gum granulate comprisesing granules being 
incorporated with flavor and/or active ingredients ; and 

a second part of the chewing gum granulate comprisesing granules on 
conventional gum base. 
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26. (Original) Chewing gum granulate according to claim 25, wherein the first part of the 
chewing gum granulate comprises synthetic resins.
